The people of the Town of Wilmington now have their own Blood Bank, asa 
part of the service of the American Red vosugeape Hert nate, in 
need of blood coverage in a hospital, will get coverage. 

Richard Kimball, of the American Red Cross Blood Program, in the Lowell of- 
fice says that a call'to him (458-6385) is all that is needed. He has to know the 
name of the patient, the address, and the hospital involved. The Red Cross will 


do the rest. 


The service, he said, is not only for all Wilmington families, but for parents and 
grandparents of Wilmington families, no matter where they live in the United 
States. They may live in Oshkosh, Wisconsin, or anywhere else. They will get all 
the blood they need, when they need blood.

Selectmen hear 
Navy Yard plea 


Wilmington's Board of Selectmen. voted unanimously, Mon- 
day night, to back Bill Crane and other Naval Shipyard 
employees of Wilmington in their plea to the Federal govern- 
ment to retain the Boston Navy Yard. 

The Selectmen will send messages to Congressmen and 
Senators, to the President and to the local Representatives and 
Senators, emphasising the importance of the Boston Navy 
Yard, to Massachusetts, and to the nation. 


Mr. Crane, who has lived in 
Wilmington, at 8 Hathaway Road, 
for the past 25 years, gave the 
Selectmen* many figures and 
Statistics to belie the Federal 
givernment’s decision. 

The closure, he said, was strictly 
political. The Boston Naval 
Shipyard is one of two shipyards to 
have met its committments 100% 
in an 18 month period, and in a 30 
month period it was No. 1, meeting 
9% of its committment. It is 
Number Three in the United States 
in productivity. 

Crane compared the statistics 
with those of the Portsmouth 
(N.H.) Navy Yard, which is to be 
kept open. “Portsmouth’s produc 
tion record over 18 months was 
only 40%, and over 30 months was 
only 33. It is obvious, he told the 
Selectmen, that production 
records did not enter the decision 

The Boston Navy Yard, Crane 
told the Selectmen, is the one 
which is continually’ assigned the 
Pilot Programs, for development 
and initiation by the Naval Ships 
Command - “and we have ac 
complished them all”. The type of 
work runs the full spectrum, from 
the first Guided Missile Destroyer 
to the latest work in Development 
Systems, 

‘The 3% families in Wilmington 
who are involved have $421,000 in 


Salaries, spend $88,400 in 
groceries, pay $34,000 in taxes to 
the town, and annually spend $50,- 
000 in new cars. 

The Wilmington government 
Row receives $4956 in a Federal 
Subsidy for the 30 students in the 
Wilmington schools of Navy Yard 
employe Replace those 
children with 30 others, if the Navy 
‘Yard closes and the town will be 
losing $9,912 a year.

Tewksbury police chief 
acts on complaints 


informed the Tewksbury 
selectmen he has already acted on 
most citizens’ complaints about 
police procedures. He addded that 
he will continue working to solve 
other problems suggested by 
residents at a May 3 Selectmen's 
meeting. 

Sullivan wrote that all outstan- 
ding warrants have been posted so 
patrolmen will better know 
whether any person they question 
is wanted. Men commanding each 
shift have been ordered to pass on 
any revalent information to men 
relieving them, the chief stated. 

Police were previously 
criticized by several persons who 
alleged warrants were being 
served in irregular manners, and 
even shift commanders weren't 
aware of all outstanding warrants 
or information picked up by men 
they were relieving. 

Selectmen relieved 

Sullivan reported he told shift 

to stop referring per- 
sons with problems that normally 
involve police to selectmen, as was 
alleged at the 

The chief stated that he has 
taken several steps to relieve his 
administrative officer, Lt. Walter 
J. Jop Sr., of a heavy work load 
Jop: told selectmen about. ‘These 
steps include having Sgt. Philip D. 
Bradanick investigate all com- 
plaints against police, and having 
the chief share detail assignments 
and other administrative duties 
with Jop. 

Sullivan reported that 
allegations of juvenile and drug 
problems in the town and high 
school are under investigation, and 
he would meet with School Supt. 
Joho N. Wynn to discuss school 
problems May 17. A report on the 
talks and investigations will be 
made to the selectmen, he added 

Bar blocks minors 

A bar alleged to have served 
minors has instructed an employe 
to check all-identification cards of 
customers, Sullivan reported. He 


ovaveu uit ut aaaition to this, the 
owner has hired patrolmen to 
clear youthful crowds from the 
bar's parking lot. 

Sullivan wrote that a resident's 
complaint unanswered since 
Christmas Eve has been answered. 
He added that he hasn't yet deter- 
mined why a youth alleged to have 
been involved in a theft wasn't 
arrested because the police 
‘sergeant investigating the case has 
been involved in other matters. 

‘The chief stated he would report 
to selectmen at a later date on why 
police only call one of the town's 
towing firms to move cars moved 
on police orders.

Tewksbury Appeal Board knocked 
for outdated zoning rules 


Members of the Tewksbury plan- 
ning board have charged the town 
appeals board is using an outdated 
copy of the town's zoning bylaw in 
making decisions on zoning 
matters. 

Planner Edward A. Flanagan 
discovered the matter in reading 
an appeals board decision made by 
the board March 5, more than four 
months after copies of the new 
bylaw were released by the plan- 
ning board. 

The appeals board granted the 
owner of a Foster Road lot a 
variance, and the board's decision 
referred to a section of the 1969 
zoning bylaw that wasn't included 
in an updated bylaw approved by 
the town meeting in March 1972, 
the attorney general's office in 
‘August of that year and issued Oc- 
tober 27, 


“It seems to be the zoning board 
of appeals has been asleep for the 
past seven months,” Flanagan 
‘commented. 

Chairman Joseph Doherty said 
he personally gave the former 
chairman of the appeals board 25 
copies of the new bylaw. He 
added, “I would have to question 


any variance they've granted since 
this (updated) bylaw was ap- 
proved.”” 

‘The board agreed to inform the 
appeals board of the error. 

In a related action, the board 
voted not to sign a plan for two lots 
on Foster Road owned by Hubert 
H. Wilder, Flanagan said the 
appeals board granted Wilder a 
variance from a section of the 
zoning bylaw that is no longer in 
effect 


The board accepted the 
preliminary plan for a 42 lot sub- 
division to be called Magna Vista 
off Lancaster Drive. Joseph Aubut 
is the developer. Aubut was in- 
vited to discuss the plan with the 
board before submitting a 
definitive plan, 

‘The board signed an agreement 
with developer Yvon Cormier. 
Cormier agreed in the document to 
present a $5000 bond to the board to 
fuaraniee work on Windham Rood 
for three years. e a 
was offered by Cormier alter the 
board discovered portions of the 
road completed without required 
inspections.

For many adults circuses stir memories of their childhood excitement 
as they looked down at the rings, watching a sunburst of wildly colored 
clowns, animals and performers. For me it brings back memories of days 
at the circus, not spent in the grandstands, but as a child looking up at the 


crowd from the ring. 


My father was a nightclub com- juggling, children giggled, if he under control. It only occured to 


median, Not a big name, but an 
entainer who worked every week 
of the year, an almost unbelievable 
track ‘record for anyone in show 
business. He was a warm, friendly 
man, but like most comedians 
almost totally lacked a sense of 
humor. 


‘The ld man was never really

Reading Coordinator Michele 
DeAngelis has told the Tewksbury 
school committee more teachers 
for children with learning dis- 
abilities will be meeded in the 
future. 

She recommends a fifth full 
time teacher for such students be 
added to the elementary school 
staff in'the 1973-74 school year. In 
the 197475 school year she 
recommended addition of another 
full-time teacher for elementary 
schools, placing a part-time 
teacher on a full-time status, ad:

abilities who needed one to one or 
small group instruction total 91 in 
grades 1-6 she reported.

This figure 
doesn't include children who will 
be tested by the pupil services 
department in the remainder of 
this school year and next and iden- 
tified as having perceptual 
problems, she explained. The in- 
crease, she said, should be met 
with an added full-time teacher for 
elementary students. 

If the number of students iden- 
tified as perceptually handicapped 
grows at the same rate in the 1974- 
75 school year, she estimated a se- 
cond teacher for elementary 
students will be needed. She also
